Spain, in the general, is a large Garden of Batter-BFlies, or rather a 
Hive of Iale Drones, where neither Wit nor Induſtry is encourag'd : A 
Spaniard is a ſort of Amphibiows Animal, that is neither Fiſb nor Fleſb, nor 
Good Re- Herring, that is, neither Foo! not Kneve, but both; that has more 
Pride than Merit, that has more Impudence than a Dozen of Watermen, more Con- 
keit than Six Country *Squires, and as much Coarage as a Gooſe; Thieving is his Pro- 
vince; and if he gets but a Szuff-box, a Tooth Picker, a Dagger at his Poſtern, 
a Spado at his Side, an CA Cloak; and a Trencher Crown'd-Hat, he fancies himſelf as 
great as the Prince of Condi; and indeed he ſeems to be Natures Merry Andrew, 
made on purpoſe to be Sport for all the reſt of the World: He parts his Hair in 
the middle of his Crown, and tucks it behind his Ears: He wears a great Band 
that ders all his Breaſt, a Jacket open at the Sleeves, a pair of Breeches that 
have need to be got on with a Shoing-Horn, Shoes without Heels, and Yallow 
Stockings that .cover a wonderful pair of Legs, of the Iriſþ Faſhion : Pray, my 
2 pleas'd to conſider how pleaſant ſuch a Fellow would look in St. 
1 in a Frofty Morning; and yet theſe are they that have a value 
or thei felves, beyond imagination, and are as much Bewitch'd to their own - 
Country, as they are to their own dear Perſons. They ſo admire Madrid, that 
when they Dye they wiſh to enjoy Paradice, and then Maarid, which they fancy 
to be the Center of all Delight: St. Iſidore is its Patron, who was a poor Labour- 
er: It is Seiruated in the middle of Vem-Caſtile: It is about an Age and a half 
lance the Kings of Spain choſe to keep their Courts there: The Founder of this 
Famous City, they pretend vas Prince Ogo Bianor, Son of Tiberino, King of

\The. Streets are full of Sladder all Winter, and of Daſt in Summer, for they are 
not Pav'd as yours are in Lasdau, which makes it moſt filrhy Living. It is 
à bad place for G/aiziers, for from the Level of the Street to the Fourth Sto- 
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ry, there is nothing to be feen hüt Lattices; and even their Bilcbnles habe 
them. thro? which their Women often peep upon Strangers with ing Eyes 


and Diſhoneſt Wiſhes. Bur it is very dangerous for a Man to walk the Streets 
in the Evening: Firſt, For fear of 88 his Throat cut for his Cloaths, and 
Secondly, There being no Neceſſary places in any of their Houſes, they throw 


that out at their Windows at Night, which, good Mangers obliges me not

_  Granates, there are three degrees of them. The Firft, their Grandeur is not con- 
ſerv'd to their Family, but is fixed to their Perſons only; and theſe the King 
bids Be Covered, without adding any thing thereto. Second!y, ſuch whom the 
= King qualifies with the Title of one of their Lands, as Date of ſuch a place;

A Cover'd when they have withdrawn from the King towards the Wall; but 
when they are in any Publick place together, there is no difference between them; 
they fir down, and are Covered before him, and when he Writes to them, he 

- treats them as if they were Princes. When their Wives go to wait on the 
. the receives them ſtanding, and they have Cuſhions brought for them 
ro ut on. | 9 | 
And as to the Titalades they may have a Canopy, or Cloth of State in their 
Chamber, and a Coach in Madrid, with four Horſes, with long Traces of Silk, 
called Los Tiros Largos : And at Bull-Feaſts they have Balconies in the great 
Place, where their Wives are Regaled, at the Kings or Cities Charge, G. 
All the Saniards, in general, are Proud beyond Expreſſion, but theſe Grandevs, 
in particular: Many of them are allow'd very great Penſions from the King; 
but they will receive nothing on that account, and ſay, that a Subject is happy 'Y 
enough in Serving his Prince, and that to be paid for what he does, would be 
ke a Slave. The Duke de Arcos pretends that the King of Portugal has Uſur- 
ped the Crown from him; and therefore, tho? he has Forty Thouſand Crowns 
a Year in Portaga/, and might (before this War) have Received the Rents of 43 
it all, upon ſending only one of his Sons to kiſs his hand; and not wag the Rents - 
burt all the Arrears alſo, which would be a Prodigious Sum: But his Pride is 
_ ſuch; that he rather chuſes to loſe it all; and ſays, That the Glory the Duke 
de Bragrance, (for ſo he calls his Portugueeſe Majeſty) world Receive by his Hos 
mage, would be greater than the profit be ſhould get from the Revenue. And 
the Prince de Stillano, who has vaſt incomes in Sevil uſes to loſe it all, rather 
than to ſer his hand to the neceſſary diſpatches; alledging That it is below the 
 Dipnity of. ſuch « Cavallero as he is to do ſo mean 4 thing. 
Aud would you think (my Lord) that it is look'd upon as a piece of State 
to wear Spectacles ? But I can aſſure you it is, both by Young and Old, and 
this they ſay they do to make them look Grave, and to draw Reſpect; they 
have them on when they Eat, Drink, Converſe, and Ride, but whether they 
lye with them on or no, I will not determine; but it is a very Comical Show 
to ſee a mixt Multitude of Boys and Girls, Men and Women, Young and 
Old, with their Noſes all Yoak'd with Spectacles of different Sizes and Co- 
lours, altho', perhaps, not one of them but ſees as well as I do. TH 
Ihey are ; miſerably Jealous, that the Wife is ſeldom ſuffer d to be ſeen with- - 
in Doors, and when ſbe goes Abroad ſhe is'Vail'd ; ſo chat if a Man was to 
meet his own Wife in the Streets, he could not know her; They are fo fuſ- 
picious that the Brother is never permitted to go into the Siſters Chamber, un- 
leſs ſhe be Sick, and indeed there is ſo much Reaſon for it; for if a Woman 
is not Lewd here, it is only for want of asking, for they are Whores all in 
1 7 2 1 : 5 1 EPs . 8 5 When 
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When a great Man Dies, if he had never ſo many Servants, his Son or Heir, - 
keeps all he finds in the Houſe, not putting any away, and if a Woman of 
Quality Dies, her Daughter does the fame; and which Cuſtom they keep vp 
to the fourth Generation; ſo that ſometimes there is 4 or 500 of theſe Hangers 
on belong to one Perſon of Quality; not that they are kept in the houſe, but 
have Allowances, and are put into Neighbouring Howſes ; they come often to 
their Maſters Hoſe, not to do any Service, but to ſhew they are not Dead: 
As to their Domeſtick Servatits, they have for Food and Wages but two Ras. 
(which is 124. Engliſh) per Day, ſo that they live only upon Peaſe and Onions and 
ſuch poor Traſh, and are as greedy as Cormorants, and even in carrying the 
Diſhes to their Maſters Table, they Steal it half, and heave it into their Mouths 
Scalding hot, which makes all their Teeth. Rotten; yer, cho? the great Men 
keep ſo many Servants, they are not allowed to have above three to Accom- 
pany them: And it is only great Lords and Titulado's that are allowed to have 
four Mules in their Coaches at Madrid; and only the King himſelf can have 
Six; and his Coaches, for Diſtinction Sake, are all cover'd with C) Cloath, with 
very bad Carv'd Work, and all over very ugly: They are drawn by Mules 
with Traces of two or three Ells long; and tho? there is a Coach-box, the Coarh- 
man never Rides in it, but mounts the Fore- Horſe like a Poſtillion, which is. 
really very Ridiculous; Yet, even thoſe poor Wretches who are their Ser- 
vants, their Mafter dare not uſe ill, for fear of being either Stab'd or Poiſon'd ; 
for they ſay, that 'tho* they are reduced to ſerve, yet they have not loſt theic 
Honour, and for that Reaſon cannot take blows from any Body; for the mean- 
eſt of them is perſwaded he is a Gentleman, and deſcended from tome Nog abs, 
ot Don Pedro, that did ſome wonderful thing a Hundred Years ago; and no- 
thing but an over-ruling Neceſſity forces them, either to go into any Service, 
or to any Trade: But thoſe that do Work, make no Scruple to do it on Sun- 
aays as on any other. If a Shoe- maler has two Prentices, he takes them 
both with him when he goes to try a pair of Shoes, and one of them carries 
one Shoe, and another the other, and away he ſtruts with his Sattin Suit, Claatk 
and Dagger, like Some- body; but the prettieſt Diverſion of all is, when a par- 
cel of them get into the Sun, talking of State Affairs, and ſetting Bounds to 
Princes Rights, and judging their Actions; they can determine whether the 
Grand Seignior is to be Strangled or no; how the Camiſars may be Subdued ; 
| how the French were beat at Hockſted: ; which way Gibraltar might have held 
out; and how the King of Portage! is to be Dethron'd: And every one being 
Obſtinate in his Opinion, they . to that Degree, that it very commonly, 
Ends in Blows, Wounds and Brute CENT. 
Their Books are ill Printed, upon ill Paper, and ill Bound, and their Blogics, 
and Praiſes are very Fulfome, and ſurpaſs Probability. Where they ſpeak of. 
aà particular Perſon, whom they have a mind to Praife, they will ſay that his 
Perfections are ſo many, that all the Paper in the World is too little to con- 
tain them, that they deſerve to be wrot by the Rays of the Sun, on the Sur- 
face of the Heavens, and ſay ſuch things as are enough to Surfeit any thing

They are ſo Bewitch'd to their Swords, that they wear them when they 


go to Confeſſion, or to receive the Sactament, and they give this Reaſon for it, 


That they Weir them to Defend Religion. In the Morning before they put them 


on, they kiſs them and make the Sign. of the Croſs with them, and at all Times ; 


pay an Exceſſive Devotion to the Virgin Mf. . 
They fo Naturally love Intriguiag, that Lads of Qualit), at Twelve Years, 


of Ape, have their Miſtreſſes, or Concubines; to Maintain whom they make away, _ 


with all things they meet with, who, in return, ſeldom. fail, in a little Time, 
to give them the Pox; for here are very few Perſons of What Age or Qualit 


ſoever, but what have it; the Children either bring it into the World Sk ES, 
chem, or Suck it from their Nurſes; and even Virgins may be juſtly ſupefted,, 
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to have it; "and thoſe that have it, are not very Solicitous for a Cure, be: 
cauſe they are ſure of falling into it again. At Court, and among{t Women of 
Quality, they talk of it as of a Feaver, and bear it patiently without being con- 
bernd about it; for it is a Nuptial Preſent that a Spantard very commonly 
makes to his Wife, _ X F | 
Their way of Selling Meat is very odd and troubleſome, for it is all ſhut up 
in the Butchers Shop, and one muſt fpeak to him thro? a Window, and he gives 
vou What Meat he pleaſes; for if one askes for a Loin of Mutton, he, inſtead 
thereof, will, perhaps, give one a Clop of Beef, or if one wants a Breaſt of 
Veal, he will give one a Loin of Pork, and perhaps, weigh a picce of Neck. 
Beef with it; and if one does not like it, he heaves the Money again in a huf; 
and ſhuts his Window upon you; ſo that the only way is to ask for ſo many 
Pounds of Meat, and leave it to him what ſort to give you: And when all is 
done, it is Lean, Black, Dry, and ill for the Stomach. I think there is not ſo 
much Meat in all the Markets in Spain, as there is in Leaden-Hall Market in one

When a Fatller Dyes and leaves Portions to his Children, it is not Improved, 
but Locked up in Cheſts till they come at Age; and this, they ſay, is better 
thus to loſe the Intereſt, than to hazard the Principal in doubtful hands: And 
thus do their great Men alſo, who have vaſt Sums in their Houſes, yet thick 
it below their Character to improve it by Intereſt ; ſo that they live upon the 
Principal, and often Dye Poor, and in Debt. 8 
It is the Cuſtom of the great Lords never to viſit their Eſtates, but truſt 
all to Stewards, who turns all to his own private Intereſt, and makes them 
believe what he pleaſes; and to enquire into his Management of their Affairs 
Would be below them. And a Perſon of Quality had rather dye than to hag- 
le with a Shop-keeper, or to take the Change of a piece of Gold, altho' he 
s made them pay Twenty Piſtoles for that which was not worth Ten. 
They Naturally (Gentle and Simple) love to buy things that are dear, and 
have ſuch a Pride at being 8 good Houſe Providers, that (they ſay) 
ſome of them will get the Legs of a Fowl; and fo faſten them that they may 
hang down; juſt below his Cloak, and fo to make others believe they have 
got 4 Fowel thete; when, indeed, it is no ſuch thing; and when, perhaps, the 


Fhole Family have had nothing for Dinner but a Pictled- Herring, an Onion 
and a piece of Bread; yet, fuch is their Vanity, that you ſhall ſee the Maſter 


of the Family ſtand at his Door for half an Hour together picking his Tecth, 
as if he had juſt riſen from Tea Diſhes of Mear. | 

In the Morning the firſt thing they do, is to drink Water cool'd with Je, 
und after that (if they are able) Chocolate: At Noon the Maſter of the Houſe 
fits down to Dinner at a Table, whilft his Wife and Children Eat upon the 
Floor, near him; for the Women never ſit upon Chairs. After Dinner they 
Undreſs and lye down upon Beds, where they reſt till two a Clock, during 
which Time, evety thing looks as if all People were Dead: And it is a common 


5 Saying amongſt them, That during theſe tm Hours, nothing walks the Streets 


"bat Dogs and Frenchmen; for indeed at that Time in Summer it is very hot 
and troubleſome ; then they. rife and go about their Buſineſs till 11 or 12 at 


Night: When the Husband and Wife go to Bed, and a Table-Cloth is ſpread = 


all over the Bed, and each of them faſtens it under their Chin, like a Bib, 
and ſo go to Supper of ſuch as they can get; then the Miſtreſs, having drank 
her Guts full of Water, and the Gentleman moderately of Wine, they go Re- 
fſpectively to Sleeßp.

When a Man Dies he commonly 


gives very largely to the Church, to have 
Maſſes faid for his departed Soul; ſo

get any thing; and indeed this muſt be done, tho? all his Debts are left un- 
"paid; as it ofren happens; and this Cuſtom gave firſt Birth to that common Say- 

ing, That ſuch 4 one bas made His Soul his Heir: (vir. When be has given alt _ 
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It. may juſtly be ſaid (my Lord) That che Spaniards, like the fgyptians, live 
upon Onions and Garlick, whilft we in England teaft upon Mauna. The Peo- 
ple live upon Herbs, and the Horſes upon Chop'd Straw, inftead of Oats, of. 
which Spain is very, deſtitute, and he. that goes there to buy Night-Gowns, Slip. 
pers or Carding-Pins, will find himſelf as much in an Error, as he that goes 
into Remnry-Marſh to ſeek for Elephants. 9 

There are ſcveral Families in Spain, that when all of the Name are 
Dead, and that the next of Kin is a Male, (tho? a Baſtard) yet he ſhall In- 
herit; and for. want of {uch, the Eldeſt Servant aſſumes the Arms and Name 
of his Maſter, and luherit his Eſtate; and Spaniſb Women having fewer Chil- 
dren than others, whole Families are often Extinct, and ſo the Eſtate paſſes 
this Way. ö — | . 
In Spain the Children either take the Fathers or Mothers Name, as either 
of the two is moſt Noble: Thoſe of Biſcay and Navarre, all of them eſteem 
themſelves Noble, even to the very meaneſt Scoundrel amongſt them: And 
Cuſtom has ſo made it, that very Foundlings are accounted fo, and bear the 
Title of Hidalgo, and enjoy all the Priviledge with the Nability ; but then _y 


muſt prove that they were Foundlings, and bred in that Hoſpital where fi 
Children are brought up. * tad FH 
Bot before I pais any further, I think it will not be amiſs to give your 
Lordſhip an Account of the Entertainment at their Inns, are valy to be found 
ia their great Towns, When you enter thoſe places it is commonly thro” 
the Stable, which is full of Mules and their Drivers, who make vſe of their 
Saddlcs for Pillows, and in the Day they ſerve them for Tables; in ſhort, they 
Eat and Lye together, and are very fit for one anothers Converſation ; the 
Machine, by which you mount your Chamber, reſembles both a Srair-Caſe and 
a Ladder; the Miſtreſs of the Houſe receives you with her Gown tuck'd up 
and long Sleeves, having on her Roaft-meat Cloaths,, and ſo condutts you to 
your Chamber; where you find Cobwebs and Saints Pictures, abundance very 
b:dly dune; where the Bed is without Curtalat, the Sheets like Nopkins, and 
the ape like Childrens Bibs; they have no Forks, and but one Cap in the 
Hou 10 drink out of, and the Mule-Drivers will keep that for their own. 
uſc, they firſt get hold of it, and then you have nothing to drink out of 
but ao Hatten Pitczer, There are no Chimneys in theſe Inns, but (like the Iriſs 
C:bbins/ the $moak goes out at a Hole in the Ceiling, and the Fire is made 
in che middle of the Kitchen. They Roaſt upon Tiles, and as the Meat is well 
Sriddl'g on one Side they turn 'tother: The Smoak is enough to Stifle one, and 
beſides, there are in theſe Inns ſeveral Men and Women that ſtink like Pole- 
Cas, and are cover'd with Rags, playing on their Guittars, and ſing like fo 
many Cats a Roaſting: They are very great Thieves, and will Steal fome- 
thing from you if it be but a Pin. The firſt thing the Landlady does, is to 
bring you her little Children, who rub their Eyes and Hands with Your Cloaths 
and if you want to Eat any thing, it muſt be ſent for out of Doors, for they 
never keep any thing in the Houſe; and you muſt give your Money ſor it be- 
fore it is bought, or you cannot have it; and Women are not allowed to ſtay 
above two Days in an Inn without giving a very good Reaſon for it. In theſe 
places the Beds ( ſuch as they are) are as Numerous: as in an Hoſpital, tho they 
are very dear, and if you go into an Inn and take up one of theſe to Lodge 
in, the Roguery of theſe People is ſuch, that when you are in Bed, they will 
bring in their Ragged Neighbours, and their Louſey Children, who pretend 
to be Travellers as well as you, and muſt lodge in- thoſe ſpare Beds in y our 
Room, unleſs you will pay for them all for your own uſe ; and this is a Trick 
to get Money out of Strangers, who rather chuſe to pay for all the Beds in 
the Room than to have ſuch. Naſty Chamber Fellows. .  <+©

belong to it; and many ſhelrer themſelves here from the Ordinary Courts 


of juſtice. becauſe, when they once belong to rhe Inquiſition, they arc not ſo 
Subject to be Tried by any other Juriſdiction. All that are Officers in the 
Inquiſition, are obliged to make out their Proofs, De Cauſa limpia, (vis. Thar 
their Family is not ſtained with any thing of Judaiſm nor Hereſie, but that 
they are all Carbolicks, Ab Origine. This Tribunal takes Cognizance of ever 


thing concerning the Faith, and is inveſted both with the Kings and 4 
Popes Authority, and from its Judgment there is no Appeal; and it is thought 


that the King himſelf has not Power to releaſe thoſe who ſhall be accuſed 


| before; it, becauſe this Tribunal acknowledges the Pope only to be above 
it, and that there has been a Time, When, upon ſome occaſions, the Kings 
Power was found too weak to contend with that of the Inquiſition. 


It is very Terrible to tonfider the Proceedings of this Court; where a Man 


ſhall be Arreſted and lye in Priſon, without knowing the Crime he is Ac- 


cuſed of, or the Witneſſes which Inform againſt him; and cannot come out 
ualeſs he will own the Fault he is Accuſed of, whether he is Guilty or no; 
there's no Confronting of Witneſſes, nor any way for a Man to Defend him- 
ſelf; becauſe the Inquiſition (above all things) affects an Iaviolable Secrecy. 
Here, my Lord, a Man ſhall be Seiz d on, and thrown into a Dungeon, 
here he ſhall hie two or three Months, without a Word being ſaid to him. 
When he ſhall be led out before the Judges, who, with Terrible Looks, will - 
ask him Why. he it there? Who Anſwers (as well he may) He knows not. 
They ſay no more to him, but ſend him back again to the Dungeon, where 
he 1 things worſe than Death it ſelf; where he remains ſometimes a Year, 
then he is brought again before the ſame or other Judges, who Demand of him, 
again,; Mh. he is Detain d And he Anſwers as before; and then, without any 


more Words, he is Remanded back to Priſon, where he lyes as long as he Lives, 


and can have no 'Redreſs; The Severity of this Court was ſuch, that the 
firſt Inquiſitor General Torquemada, in the firſt beginning of the Inquiſition, 
Tryed above an Hundred Thouſand Perſons, of which Six Thoufand were

L think they are the only Fools in the World, who Love to Hncounter with 
Bulls, 1 ſhall therefore give, your Lordſhip ſome Account of their Ball. Fraſte, 
and way of Taxrizing or Fighting with Bulls, and this they do for the ſame reaſon 
as they Whip themſelves, viz. for the ſake of ſome Lady, wich whom they are 
in Love. Know then, my Lord, that there are in Spain Decoy Cows (as in England 
there is Decoy Dals) which are led. into the Mountains and Foreſts of Anda 
luzia; that run icto the Woods amongſt the Wild Bulls; who, miſtruſting 


no Harm, immediately fall to their Courtſhip: And the other fuſed to be- 


tray) ſeem to fly their Embraces, and they as cloſely purſoe untill they 
are decoy'd into certain Pallifadoes, ſet on purpoſe along the way, from 
whence they follow the Cows very 18 into the place defign'd for Bait- 

ing them, where there arc great Stables contriv'd on purpoſe, with Shutters

When any 
Knight is wounded, the reſt accompany him to the Bars, and return to re- 
new the Fight; but the more Men there are kill'd or wounded, the more 
Noble they look upon the Baiting to be; and except Ten Men are Murdetr'd 
upon the Spot, it is look'd upon as nothing. When a Bull is kill'd four 44 
guaſils go out and bring in four Mules with Silk Traces, Silver Bells and 
Feathers, to draw him out, upon which the Trumpets found, and the People 
out as if ſome great Victory had been gain'd; tho? in Exgland it would 
be look'd on as Ridiculous a Cuſtom as B-er-Baiting it ſelf, and is indeed 
a very Fooliſh, as well as Wicked thing. I told your Lordſhip before, That 
when the King Dies his Wife and Miſtreſs muſt go into Nunneries, or at leaſt not 
Marry. There is alſo a Cuſtom that when the King has once been upon a Horſe, 
no Man for ever after muſt Ride on him; fo that one may ſay, no Man muſt 
dare to Marry the Kings Wite, Lye with his Miſtreſs, nor Ride his Horſe, after

In Spain, no Nation has leſs of Religion, and yet none makes more pretences 
to it; for they are continually ſaying their Prayers, and telling their Beads in che 
Street, in Diſcourſe, in making Love, at Cards, and indeed whatever they are 
doing they are at their Devotion; but what ſort of Devotion this muſt be, | leave 

our Lordſhip to Judge: But it is a Cuſtom of an old ſtanding, and theſe People 


ive upon Cuſtom more than any others: And it is the Cuſtom there to Sellalmoſt all 


things by the Pound, even ſo much as Wood and Charcoal. They are Lean Meagre 
Fellows, that boaſt much without Courage, and are Proud of their Follies, and 
even the Beggars will ask an Alms in a Domineering way, and if one refuſes 
them, it muſt be Civilly by ſaying Cavellero'perdone, uſted no tanga moneda, (viz.)

Thus, my Lord, I have given your Lordſhip a ſhott, but very true Cha- 
racter of the Spaniards, who want new Modelling, and better Government:
